faximilian’s execution frustrated the arrangement, obligea 
the Kaiser indefinitely to postpone his projected journey, and 
has brought about the visit of Napoleon III. to Salzburg. 
Even to so great a Potentate and shrewd a man of the world 
the trip, though proposed by himself, must have been some- 
what of an ordeal, The Imperial guest had to make his peace 
with a mother, the Archduchess Sophia, who was still in 
mourning for a beloved son, whom he had tempted to a 
hazardous throne; to share the hospitality of a Sovereign 
whom he had despoiled of Lombardy, and ascendency in 
Italy, and by whose advice, Venetia, the fairest jewel in the 
crown of Austria, had been ceded to the hereditary foe of the 
Hapsburgs. But the address of the French Emperor seems 
to have conquered all difficulties and removed all embarrass- 
ments, His explanations and sympathy quenched maternal 
prejudice, and his suavity overcame Imperial pride. If the 
telegraph is to be credited, the relations between the two 
Emperors, after only two days intercourse, had “‘ become most 
intimate.”” And subsequently the Moniteur has made known 
to the world “the high esteem and friendship,” and the 
“affectionate and cordial” intercourse that have sprung out 
ef the Imperial visit. To this result the presence of the 
Empress Eugenie at Salzburg no doubt largely contributed. 

But the cordiality of the two Monarchs was greatly pro- 
mored by high political considerations, France and Austria 
have a common interest in checking the ambition of Prussia. 
It is true that the Kaiser has renounced all interference in the 
affairs of the Fatherland, but he has still six millions of 
German subjects, whose loyalty to his throne, already dis- 
turbed by the concession of Hungarian autonomy, would |}

There is no concealment as to the political objects of this 


interview. Not only have “pending questions been dis- 
cussed’ and eventualities provided for, but there have been 


conferences between the French and Austrian } tera, and 
the result of these various deliberations is to be formulated in 


diplomatic documents, 


Our interest in the Imperial interview at Salzburg is chieily 
limited to its bearing on the peace of Europe, Does it bode 
a new alliance for warlike objects, or is the entent liale 
established between the French and Austrian Potentates a 
new pacific guarantee? Neither, perhaps, These two 
Powers are drawn together by a common sympathy. 
France needs the co-operation of Austria to chock 
Prussian greed in Schleswig, and to enforce the faith 
ful observance of the Treaty of Prague. Austria is 
glad of the powerful help of France to thwart Count 


Bismarck in his Teutonic schemes on the one side, and to 
resist Russian intriguesand Pan-Slavonic aspirations on the 
other. It is an alliance for diplomatic rather than warlike 
purposes—a counterpoire to the combined influence of the 
Northern Powers on the Danube and the Vistula, Kurope has, 
therefore, no occasion for anxiety should the Salzburg con- 
ferences result in “the formation of a defensive alliance for 
all emergencies,” and need not be incredulous of the assurance 
that “the necessity for peace has been recognised” by the 
two Emperors, and that an aggressive policy will be avoided. 

Austria, at least, has no hankering for another great war. 
Iler military organisation has scarcely been improved since 
the fatal conflict at Sadowa. She has no armies that could 
with credit take the field, The empire is only partially re- 


constructed, The task to which Baron von Boust is so 
worthily devoting his energies—the reconciliation of 
clashing nationalities, the development of the material 


resources of Austria, the restoration of financial solvency, 
and the creation of a Constitutional system of govern- 
ment—is as yet but partially completed. However 
much the subjects of Francis Joseph may be divided on 
qvestions of internal policy, they are almost unanimous 
in favour of peace, The French people, as we have already 
seen, are of the same inclination, Although it may be easy 
to build op a theory based on the supposed design of 
Napoleon lil, to crush the neophyte German Confederation 
in a great war, the “logic of facts” gives no countenance to 
such a chimera, A Potentate who was contemplating a 
gigantic campaign next spring would not be likely to com- 
memorate his féte day by laupching a scheme for increasing

THE ACCIDENT ON THE DUBLIN AND WICKLOW 
RAILWAY. 

Tus Engraving on our front page represents the scene of the 
frightful accident at Bray Head,.on the Dablin, Wicklow, and 
Wexford line of railway, on Friday, the 9th inst., when the engine 
and two carriages got off the line at the Ramscalp bridge, one of 
two wooden bridges connecting the cliffs, a mile from Bray station, 
broke down the side of the bridge, and fell into the ravine, dragging 
down a third-class carriage, which was shattered to pieces. The 
next carriage, a third-class one, fell on end and supported another 
third-class carriage, which hung half over the bridge. The rest of 
the train remained on the line. It was the train which had left 
Enniscorthy for Dublin at half-past six in the morning, consisting of 
the engine and tender, one first-class, one second-class, and three 
third-class carriages, with a guard’s van. It was about half-past 
nine when the accident happened. One of the passengers, Mr. 
Marphy, of Tinahely, was killed on the spot; another, Mrs. Field 
Hackman, of Greystones, was so injured that she afterwards died ; 
two others, Mra, Williams, of Streamstown, and Mrs, Jordan, were 
&isu gxeatly hurt, and their recovery is still doubtful; and several 
more passeligers, besides the engine-driver and stoker, had their 
limbs or ribs broken. The height down which the engine fell was 
thirty or forty feet. Had it run off the bridge on the other side, 
towards the sea, the fall would have been at least a hundred feet, 
and the whole train would probably have gone over, so that few 
or none of the passengers could have escaped destruction, 








FOREIGN AND COLONIAL INTELLIGENCE. 





FRANCE, 

(From our own Correspondent.) 

Panis, Thursday, Aug. 22 
Tue long-talked-of interview between the Emperors of France and 
Austria has at length taken place. At one o'clock on Friday last 
the Empress Eugénie started for Chalons and reached the camp in 
the evening. The troops paraded to receive her, and, aftera grand 
banquet, at which the whole of the generals in camp were present, a 
display of fireworks took place. Their Majesties, who travelled 
incognito, left Chalons for Salzburg on Saturday morning, attended 
by General Fleury, the Count de Lauriston, the Marquis de Piennes, 
the Princess d’Essling, and Malle. Kloeckly, and after stop 
half an hour at Ulm, where they were met by the 
Wirtemberg, arrived at Augsburg at midnight. They resumed 
their journey at noon on Sunday, and, passing through Munich, 
reached Salzburg at a quarter to five o'clock the same evening. 

The Emperor's letter to the Marquis de Lavalette on the con- 
struction of a network of roads turns out to be nothing more than 
& duplicate of the one addressed by him to the Duke de Persigny in 
1861; the only difference being that the Duke was to have had 
25,000,000f., whilst the Marquis is to get 480,000,000f., which 
amount is to be raised by a special fund. The contemplated roads 
caunot be completed in less time than ten years, and as 480,000,000f, 
or nearly £20,000,000 sterling is a c nient sum to have by one, in 
case of contingencies, the affair is looked upon with some suspicion 
by the Bourse, 

On the occasion of the Emperor's féte Paris was thronged by the 
usual influx of provincials and foreigners, the former alone nnmber- 
ing, it is eaid, some 400,000, The loth of August is essentially the 
féte of the people, and the amusements provided were those best 
suited to the popular taste. The theatres, which were, as usual, 
thrown open gratis, were crowded to suffocation; whilst those 
unable to obtain admission mostly adjourned to the Trocadero, where 
plenty of amusement was provided in the shape of mats de cocagne, 
races, games, &c, There were also hundreds of shows and booths 
for the sale of toys and refreshments, which seemed to drive a 
thriving trade. The illuminations were tasteful and effective, 
he fireworks were not so good as usual; for, owing to the great 
expenditure occasioned by the Exhibition, only the sum of 40 ,000f, 
could be placed at the disposal of M. Ragzgieri. 

At Chilons, after hearing mass by the Archbishop of Rheims, the 
Emperor, accompanied by the King of the Greeks, Prince Humbert, 
and the Prince Imperial, proceeded to review the whole of the troops, 
and to distribute various rewards and decorations, In the evenia 
the Emperor presided at a banquet, after which the bands of the 
various regiments gave a concert by torchlight. Indeed, review 
and inspections have been of frequent occurrence since the arriva 
of the Emperor, who has also been present at all the trials and 
experiments in artillery and musketry which have t-kea plac 
Every endeavour is being made to perfect the troops in the use of 
the Chassepot rifle; but, despite the admirable suggestions of Gencral 
——, the willingness of the men themselves and the sempiternal drill 
to which they are subjected, they do not seem very forward. The 
prevailing feeling among them is that if war does not break out this 
year there is ever ‘J rospect of a long continuation of peace, and 
therefore they are all eager for the commencement of hostilities. 
The camp will be broken up on Sept. 1. 

The French used to rally us on what they were pleased to term 
our national propensity for self-destruction, and to quis us because 
we caged in the tops of our columnar monuments with a view to 
prevent would-be suicides from carrying out their designs. Had 
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they followed our example in this precautionary measure, some of 
us here would have been spared the ghastly spectacle which 
took place on Tuesday night. oung man ascended the 


Colonne Vendime, and, after making the sign of the cross, pre- 
cipitated himeelf from the top of this monument, Of course he was 
smashed to atoms, his head, according to one account, exploding 
with a sound like that of a broken drum, 

On Wednesday, about noon, a violent storm broke over Paris, 
causing pedestrians to rush for shelter in all directions, In a few 
minutes the galleries of the Palais Royal became so crowded as to 
render circulation almost impossible. Thunderbolts fell near the 
Batignolles and in the Place Vendime; while the passengers by a 
train from St. Germain to Paris were startled at beholding a large 
globe of fire which rushed through the air and fell upon a house in 
course of construction, 

The reconstruction of the Tuileries is progressing rapidly ; that 
portion between the Pavilion of Flora and the Carrousal gateway 
i finished, with the exception of the internal decorations, which 
will be commenced forthwith. The new Vaudeville Theatre is also 
approaching completion, the grand vestibule and the foyer being 
just terminated, Other architectural embellishments are in course 
of construction, and, notably, two fountains in white marble, which 
are being erected in front of the Théatre Frangais.

THE IMPERIAL MEETING, 


THE meeting between the Emperor of the French and the Emperor of 
Austria has taken place, and many are the rumours to which it has 
given birth, 

The Emperor and Empress of the French arrived at Salzburg on 
Sunday afternoon, They were received by the Emperor and Bapress 
of Austria, the Archduke Victor Louis, and the civil and military 
authorities, The Sovereigns on meeting exchanged cordial saluta- 
tions, and the Imperial party were welcomed by the crowd with en- 
thusiastic cheers.

THE British Institution Fxhibition of Old Masters and deceased 
British artists closed on the 10th inst., and, until some new arrange- 
ment be made, the usual exhibitions must cease. We have a'ready 
stated that the display just closed was only permitted to be held 
ending the disposal of the well-known gallery in Pall-mall, the 
ase of the premises held by the institution having expired on Lady 
Day last. The property belonged to the late Sir Henry Tichborne, 
who left it to his four surviving daughters; it is, therefore, not 
involved in the disputed succession suit, A few er ago the 
gallery, and four small houses in the rear included with the 
roperty, were, it is said, offered for £10,000, now £20,000 is 
Seoxanded ; this being the reserve price set upon the property 
when in June last put up for sale by auction in the 
City. ‘The highest bidding at this auction was £15,000, a very suf- 
ficient sum, it would seem, notwithstanding the great rise in the value 
of property in the neighbourhood. For a picture exhibitioa, and 
equally for business premises, with show-rooms, the site presents 
serious draw The frontage is so narrow, and the gallery is so 
surrounded with tall houses, that the basement can hardly receive 
any light ; and, of the three moderate-size i rooms at present existing

THE AUXILIARY SCREW- 
SHIP SOMERSETSHIRE. 
THIS magnificent vessel, which has 
been built for the Australian trade 
by Messrs. Money Wigram and 
Sons, is one of the most frigate- 
looking steam-clippers that have 
ever left the Thames. She is full- 
rigged, with lofty massive spars, 
which evidently mean sailing 
when the wind serves; but she is 
provided with werful screw- 
engines, which, though of only a 
nominal 300-horse power, are 
capable of steaming up to nearly 
six times that amount, and can 
— be relied on in the heaviest 
weather for a force of at least 
1200-horse power. Her length 
over all is 271 ft.; her extreme 
breadth, from outside to outside, 
41 ft. ; and her depth, 28 ft. Her 
gross tonnage is nearly 2400, 
which, deducting for engine-room, 
leaves her nearly 1500 tons for 
cargo stowage. She is con- 
structed of iron, The engines, by 
a Tennant, and Co., are 
beautifully made. The stroke of 
the engine is 34in., but at as high 
a rate as sixty-nine and sevent 
revolutions a minute they wor 
easily, and without heating or 
friction of any kind, The ship 
has a good rate of speed, with an 
absence of vibration which bodes 
well for her comfort as a pas-

THE LEATHERHEAD AND 
DORKING RAILWAY. 


THE first scheme for the construc- 
tion of a line down the Mickleham 
Valley was that of Messrs, G. and 
R. Stephenson, about the year 
1830, when they proposed to carry 
their Brighton line by way of 
Dorking and Horsham, This pro- 
ject was set aside in favour of 
Rennie and Rastrick’s direct line, 
In 1845 the late Sir Wm. Oubitt 
succeeded in obtaining an Act for 


rom 
Havant by way of 
Leatherhead and Dorking; but 
the panic of 1847 overtook the 
promo and the line was 
abandon: For several years 
successive attempts were made to 
utilise the valley for through com- 
munication both with Brighton 
and Portsmouth, and to open up 
the dicisict for London traffic ; but, 
owing to landowners’ opposition 
and to differences between the 
old companies interested, they all 
failed, 1861 Mr, Jacomb Hood 
(for many years the chief engineer 
of the Brighton Company), laid out 
a line to connect that company’s 
system between Leatherhead and 
orsham ; but, owing to the oppo- 
sition of one powerful landowner, 
he only succeeded in obtaining, in 
1862, an Act for the southern 
section, between Dorking and 
Horsham. In the following year 
assisted by Mr. Bidder, he renew 
the application for the Leather- 
head and Dorking section; and in 
1863 the Act was passed, and 
powers were thus obtained by the 
Brighton Company to complete 
their new route, or western relief 
line, to Brighton, by ig of 
Dorking, Horsham, and Shore- 
ham, ) 1864 the whole of the 
works between Leatherhead and 
Horsham were let by contract to 
Messrs. Robert Sharpe and Sons, 
well-known contractors under Mr, 
Brunel, in the west of England; 
but, owing to bad seasons and 
many difficulties in the clay dis- 
trict south of Dorking, the line 
was not completed until the end of 
last year. 

The whole line is a double one, 
and of first-class character, in an- 
ticipation of a very c»nsiderable 
trafic, which is likely to be ob- 
tained through so favourite a 
country. It was opened to Dor- 
kingin March last, and to Horsham 
in May following. Through trains 
from Brighton now run by this 
route, and carry a large number of 
passen much to the relief of 
the old main line and to the im- 
provement of the service generally. 
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The works between Leatherhead and Dorking have beon very 
ecstly, as the property traversed is valuable, and the ownera com- 
yelled’ the company to adopt ornamenial stractures throughout, 
There are three viaducts over the River Mole within the four miles.

TsE Temple of Janus is shut, and there is peace. The Session 
is at an end, and wearied representatives have betaken them- 
selves, in accordance with Royal advice, to their respective 
bomes. Al! classes rejoice, with the exception of the gentie- 
men who conduct newspapers in which Parliamentary reports 
are given in extenso, and who are suddenly deprived of some 
eighteen columns or more, which, on five days in the week, 
were loyally supplied by Imperial wisdom-in-utterance, 

There was nothing very interesting to mark the last days 
of the Session, Royal assent to the Reform Bill, now the 
Second Reform Act, was given on Thursday, Aug, 15, 1867 ; 
henceforth a companion date to Thursday, June 7, 1832, The 
great work of the year thus accomplished, it was felt that the 
sooner the curtain came down the better. Parliament, how- 
ever, passed a good Act for regulating metropolitan traffic ; 
a measure for carrying out the London, Chatham, and Dover 
Railway arrangement ; andabill—schoolboys may be interested 
in knowing this—for removing the Charterhouse School out 
of the metropolis, and for enabling the site to be sold to the 
governors of Merchant Taylors’ school. The High Church 
bill for permitting the endowment, by private persons, of 
three new Bishops, was abandoned by its promoters, in con- 
sequence of the amendments that had been made by the 
House of Lords, who suspected—as we are informed, without 
reason—that the bill would result in the screw being put 
upon the custodians of Church money intrusted to them for 
other purposes than the setting up of new hierarchs. The 
avowed object may easily be attained in another Session 
by introducing a bill which shall loftily avoid all 
mention of Ecclesiastical Commissioners, The only other 
Parliamentary topic to which we need refer was the 
report on Ritualism, The Archbishop of Canterbury stated 
that it was ready, and was in process of signature, but 
could not be published without orders ; and Lord Shaftesbury 
made some indignant remarks on the delay, upon which he 
said that he should not comment, but the people would, The 
Primate replied that there had been no needless delay, that 
the subjects which had been under consideration were of the 
greatest importance, and that the Commissioners had been 
very steadfast and honest. So eaid the Bishop of London, 
This report is looked for with anxiety by several portions of 
the Church of England; and it is ramoured that the extreme 
Ritualists will bave small cause to be pleased with the way 
in which their fantastic devices are handled. Nevertheless, 
it may be that we shall see the full significance of the words 
of the Bishop of Oxford, who said, some months back, that the 
true question lay deeper than ceremony. 

Her Majesty, to the gratification of her subjects, opened the 
Seasion in person, and all considerate persons felt gratification 
also that the Queen was in the fresh air of the north when the 
Seesion was being closed, and that the Sovereign had not 
remained to perform a function of no material interest or 
importance, The Chancellor had really nothing to say, and 
there was some ingenuity in spreading that nothing 
over seventeen or eighteen paragraphs, Satisfaction 
that there are no grounds “at present” for appre- 
hending war between France and Prussia, intimation 
that force was preparing to compel Theodore of Abyssinia 


| to release our countrymen, the suppression of Fenianism, 


the reduction of American postage one half, the union of 
our American provinces, were the themes for the first moiety 
of the speech ; and, after the usual thanks for supplies, the 
Reform Bil! was briefly adverted to, assuredly without flourish 
or congratulation. The Speech expressed trust that tho 
“extensive and liberal” measure might effect a durable 
settlement of the question, and that the “large number” of 
persons to be admitted to the franchise might prove them- 











selves worthy of the confidence of Parliament, 
in which the people will join on grounds of greater 
or less solidity. The remaining paragraphs were & 
summary of what has been done for the working 
classes and the poor ; but there was a pointed reference to the 
disclosures made in regard to the trades unions, The “ state 
of things” (as it was phrased) thus revealed would demand 
the most earnest attention of the Legislature. Cavil has 
already been raised against an intimation supposed to be 
implied in these words, They, however, appear to us to have 
been due to the morality and good feeling of the country, 
which has been greatly shocked—to an extent not at first 
realised—but which has been made clear from the fact that 
public opinion has at length ronsed the torpid unionists into 
something like honest and honourable indignation against 
the murder system, 

So ends a Session in which the Legislature has ventured on 
the most important measure of the present century, We 
cannot be supposed to write this in forgetfulness of a date 
which we have given above. But the first Reform Act, great 
as was its effect, was a measure which was clearly just and 
as clearly politic. It simply and wisely redressed a balance 
which had, by the lapse of years, got out of order, and it 
placed a large share of political power in the hands of those 
who were inextricably bound, and believed themselves to be 
bound, to the maintenance of existing institutions, By the 
Acts of the reformed Parliament let it be judged up to 
this, its last and greatest Act, on which it is premature to 
sit in judgment, This new Act must be defended on other 
grounds than those on which the Act of 1832 is vindicated. 
That a certain reform had been necessary all agree, and few 
will deny that it was just to confer power on the higher class 
of artisan. Beyond this no rational champion of the pre seat 
Act is as yet ready to go. Of its policy we dare not say any- 
thing. It is, at the best, legislation in the face of rales which 
have hitherto been regarded with veneration, it is legisla- 
tion in defiance of the doctrine that to very large numbers of 
the poor and the ignorant power cannot safely be committed, 
It may be that the rule is wrong, or it may be that a combina- 
tion of influences may avert evil, It is to the latter belief 
that we may all look most hopefully, Bet we go no further 
than the Royal speech, and we do but “trust” that the 
confidence of Parliament will be found to have been deserved, 
There is one consideration, however, which we feel it is time 
to urge upon all statesmen, especially the leading Liberals, 
It is their duty to do their utmost to prevent the boon which 
they have given from being misused, It is their duty to come 
face to face with the people whom they have called to action, 
Let the great and the eloquent men of the Liberal side no 
longer eschew the residuum. Let them go among that class; 
meet them, address them, take their leadership, and tell them 
what is good to be done. Depose the vain and foolish wind- 
bags who are called the popular leaders, and do as King 
Richard did when the mob champion had fallen, “I will be 
your leader!” In this way, and in this way only, can the 
inferior electors be taught their duty; and we trust that when 
the more distinguished members of Opposition shall have 
refreshed themselves from their labours we shall hear that 
they intend to mingle with the people and tell them what they 
will never hear from their present chiefs,

THE FIRE AT NEWOASTLE-ON-TYNE, 

THE great fire which destroyed a portion of the Central Exchange 
buildings at Newcastle-on-Tyne, on the evening of Sunday week, 
was mentioned in our last. it began in a kitchen chimney of the 
Central Exchange Hotel, in Grey-street, at three o'clock ia the 
afternoon. The servants of the hotel spent several hours in useless 
efforts to put it out, and it was between seven and eight before the 
alarm was given to the police. By that time the roof was on fire. 
The hotel, as well as the Exchange, formed part of a triangular 
block of lofty stone buildings facing into Market-street, Grain yer- 
street, and Grey-street; it was a great feature in the echeme of 
town improvement carried out by the late Mr, Richard Grainger; 
and the domes at the angles facing Grey-street aad Market- 
street, Grainger-street and Grey-street, and Market-street and 
Grainger-street were prominent objects from whatever point 
the town was viewed. The fire, soon after eight o'clock, 
broke through the dome above Mr. Angus's gutia-percha- 
shop, at the corner of Market-street, and took hold of a 
wooden structure on the roof. A huge mass of flame, supported by 
the massive timbers of the dome, and crowned by the ornamental 
feather on its summit, which was also burning, remained for half an 
hour upon the roof of the building, and threw millions of sparks and 
flakes of fire into the street, till the dome fell in with a great crash, 
about nine o'clock. Several engines were now at work, assisted by 
the soldiers of the 14th Hussars, under Captain Campbell; but the 
fire could not be prevented from destroying the greater part of Mr. 
Angus's premises, and those of Mr. Girvan, paperhanger, though it 
did not extend to the Central Exchange News-Room, in the interior 
of the block of brildings. It was finally extinguished two or three 
hours after midnight, The damage is estimated at £60,000, 





THE WRECKS IN THE WHITE SEA. 

THE first romour of an immense disaster to shipping, caused by the 
ice in the White Sea, reached this country on June 27, and on the two 
following days official information was received from Archangel c on- 
firming the report of the total loss of a large portion of the trad ag 
fleet which annually repairs to Archangel, whence the produce of an 
immense tract of country is exported during the sammer season, 
Distant as England is from the scene of destraction, app'ications for 
relief flowed in from all quarters, and her Majeaty’s Government, 
having learnt the necessity for prompt action, hasteued, with laud- 
able en , to dispatch assistance to the sufferiag crews. For this 
purpose the two steam-ships Montezuma and Brenda were chartered 
as transporte on June 29; when, with clean-swept holds, they were 
lying unmanned in the Victoria Docks, at Blackwall. By working 
incessantly they were enabled to leave the Thames ear!y on July 1, 
not only complete in crews and coals, bat with provisions between 
them sufficient for 1000 men for one month, besides a large quantity 
of clothing and other necessaries, including a liberal provision of 
medical comforts, 

The expedition was placed under the command of Staff-Com- 

G, F. M‘Dougall, of the Hydrographical Department, who, 
in addition to four — experience in Arctic expeditions, had serv -d 
in the White Sea _—— equadron during the Russian War ia 
1855. His colleague, on the Brenda, was Navigating Lieutenant 
B. Jackson ; whilst the two medical officers, thoughtfally app>inted 
by the Admiralty to meet ible contingencies, were Dr. 
A. Fisher, su n, and Mr. D. B. Thomas, assistant surgeon, both 
of the Royal Navy. The ships, calling at Sunderland for fiaal orders, 
received as passengers Mesara, J. M, Carmichael and B. M. Haggard, 
who were desirous of opening ont s novel route to St, Petersbarg 
vid Archan which at least would enable them to boast of 
rounding the North Cape of Europe, and of having sailed through 
the White whore coasts are a terra incognita to tourists, and are 
not deecribed in Murray's Guides.

The greatest number of 
losses occurred on June 18 and 19, when about 250 vessels were 
beset in the ice to the northward Sosnove:s Island, and withia 
half a mile of the Lapland shore. The scene on these days was 
traly awful, Many of the helpless vessels, boing entirely at the 
merey of the ica, were crush ed in or entirely overrun by it.

WRECKS ON THE COAST OF LAPLAND, IN THE WHITE SE 
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SKETCHES IN PARLIAMENT. 


THE last days of a dying Session are seldom, if ever, suggestive of 
animating incident; and perhaps the days of the present week in 
which the Houses nominally sat have been the dullest of any on 
record. Meeting at uncertain and unusual, and, to a great extent, 
eo far as mutual convenience was concerned, at conflicting hours, 
Lords and Commons performed the operation of dovetailing their 
respective amendments into bills otherwise agreed upon. The dif- 
ficulties of making a House in the Commons were great, and on one 
day that operation was performed technically—that ia, a summons to 
attend the House of Peers to hear the Royal assent given to measures 
constituted the House. During these pseudo sittings the Speaker 
geemed as if he had cast off that load of care under which he generally 
eppeats to be labouring when actual business is on; while the regu- 
larly-attendaut members who linger out the last hours of the Session 
looked smug and smirking, and wore an air of consciousness that they 
are not as other men, grouse-shootera, yachters, or aspirants to 
the top of Mont Blanc. Notably, however, the chief members 
of the Opposition had disappeared, and back-benchers, whose 
ersons were next to unknown and whose voices were pro- 
ably never heard except when they joined in a chorus of 
“Aye!” or “Nol” on a call for division, lounged familiarly in the 
seat of Mr. Gladstone; and felt themeelves growing lively and mer- 
curial by contact with the cushion on which Mr. Sard well is acc=s- 
tomed to recline, When it is said that so thorough a housekzeping 
member as Sir Colman O’Loghlen formally took his leave on the last 
evening of last week, it may be assumed that things had since 
settled down into quiet almost amounting to stillness; for no one 
represents perpetual motion and never-ceasing clamour, either by 
speechmaking or by rattling “ Hear, hears!” at every possible oppor- 
tunity more than that most energetic and busy-about-nothing 
gentleman. 

Something, however, remains of the rounding off and completion 
of this chronicle of the legislative half year; and this must be done 
by a retroepective leap into last week. Possibly, those who, during 
the last ten days, have continued to be interested in, or rather to 
peruse a3a habit, the debates in Parliament, have observed that 
ample space and verge enough was afforded to Mr. Whalley to 
bustle in. As that gentleman is accustomed to try to break int» 
every discussion, not always with succesa, of course, he was now in 
his glory; and when the Parks Bill was in Committee, he had his 
way and his say to his heart’s content, especially as, for once, nobody 
interposed with those articulate and inarticulate noises which 
seem to have been specially invented to meet his particular case. 
But he was not contented with this, and, with so much of solemnity 
as it is possible for him to adopt, he presented himself as the victim 
of a breach of privilege. It may be just hinted that of late the 
Speaker has palpably kept a watch on Mr. Whalley; has done what 
he could to help the House in keeping him quiet, and has succeeded 
more than once in stopping him when he was fall charged with one 
of those orations which sound so much as though he were reading from 
a printed paper which was a mass of accidental transpositions and 
misprints. Far be it from being insinuated that any recollec- 
tion of this rankled; let arimis 
celestibus tra;" but it did that Mr. Whalley was 
viciously delighted in believing that he had the Speaker 
on the hip. In tones and with verbal emphasis which, 
were one speaking of a mere man, and not a member of Parliament 
we should eay were insolent and offensive, and intentionally 
opened his charge against the Speaker, it being in effect that he 
had refused at Mr. Whalley’s request to admit Mr. Beales into the 
seats under the gallery of the House, There was much more : some 
sort of accusation that the Speaker implied doubts of his veracity 
and tremendous assertion of his rights asa M.P. But it will suffice 
to state, as a specimen of the demeanour which was assumed, 
that, when beginning a sentence addressed to the highest 
officer of the House with the ordinary and peculiar words 
“You, Sir,” they were uttered so as to sound like that “ You-Sir” 
with which an angry omnibus-driver would begin an objurgation to 
an irritating street-boy. The House was palpably enraged, but most 
judiciously patient, waiting until Mr. Disraeli, as its mouthpiece, 
administered the calm and dignified rebuke which was obviously 
required, and cheering the Speaker to the echo when, with visible 
emotion, he gave the real version of the matter, and proved con- 
clusively that it had originated in a blunder, was continued in error, 
and culminated in an unjust accusation. It is said that we are 
gradually Americanising our institutions, and those who were wit- 
nesees of this scene probably felt that here was an attempt. pre- 
mature perhaps, to carry out one of the details of that course of

In there latter days one or two other gentlemen have managed to

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PROROGATION OF PARLIAMENT, 
THE QUEEN'S MESSAGH. 
My LORDS AND GENTLEMEN, 


I am happy to be enabled to release you from the labours of a long and 
more than usually eventful Session, and to offer you my acknowledgments for 
the snecessful diligence with which you have applied your-elves to your 
Parliamentary duties. 

My relations with foreign conntries continue on a friendly footing. 

At the commencement of the present year great fears were entertained 
that differences which had arisen between France and Prussia might have 
led to a war of which it was impossible to foresee the ultimate result. 
Happily, the advice tendered by my Government, and by those of the other 
neutral States, aided by the moderation of the two Powers chiefly intersste!, 
sufficed to avert the threatened calamity; and I trust that no ground at 
present exists for apprehending any disturbance of the general peace. 

The communications which I have made to the reigning Mouarch 0; 
Abyssinia, with a view to obtain the release of the British subjects whom 
he detains in his dominions, have, I regret to say, thus far prove ineffectual. 
I have, therefore, fonnd it necessary to add to him a p pcory demand 
for their immediate liberation, and to take measurea for supporting that 
demand, should it ultimately be found necessary to resort to force. 

The treasonable conzpiracy in Ireland, to which I have before callei your 
attention, broke out in the early part of the present year in a futile attempt 
at insurrection. That it was suppressed, almost without bloodshed, is due 
not more to the disciplined valour of my troops and to the admirable condact 
of the police, than to the general loyalty of the population and the absonce 
of any token of sympathy with the insurgents on the part of any consider- 
able portion of my subjects. I rejoice that the supremacy of the law was 
vindicated without imposing on me the painful necessity of sacrificing a 
single life. 

The bill for the abolition of cortain local exemptions from taxation enabled 
me to avail myself of a liberal concession made, in anticipation, by the 
Emperor of the French, whereby several taxes were removed which pressed 
heavily upon British shipping. 

I have concluded a postal convention with the United States of America 
whereby the rate of postage between the two countries will be diminished 
by one half, and further arrangements are in progress for increasing th: 
intercourse between this country and the continent of North America. 

The Act for the union of the British North-American provinces is the 
final accomplishment of a scheme long contemplated, whereby those colonies, 
now combined in one cominion, may be expected not only to gain additional 
strength for the purposes of defence against external aggression, but may bs 
united among themselves by fresh ties of mutual interest, and attached te 
the mother country by the only bonds which can effectually secure suck 
important dependencies—those of loyalty to the Crown and attachment to 
British connection.

My LoRpDs AND GENTLEMBN, 

I have bad great satisfaction in giving my assent to a bill for amen diag the 
representation of the people in Parliament. I earnestly trast that the 
extensive and liberal measure which you bave passed may effect a durable 
settlement of a question which has long engage public attention ; and thas 
the large number of my subjects who will be for the first time admitted te 
the exercise of the elective franchise may, in the discharge of the duties 
thereby devolved upon them, prove themselves worthy of the conidence which 
Parliament has reposed in them. 

It is gratifying to me to find that the lengthened consideration which you 
have necessarily given to this important question has not prevented your 
entering on many subjects to which your attention was directed at the oo:n- 
mencement of the Sesion, and particularly to such as have immeliate 
reference to the well-being of the industrial claases, 

I have had especial pleasure in giving my assent to bills for extending to 
various trades, with such modifications as jhave been found necessary, the 
provisions of the Factory Acts, the success of which has proved the po:sibility 
of combining effectual protection to the women and children with a dae con- 
sideration for the interests of the trades immediately concerned, 

I confidently anticipate from the operation of the present Acts the samo 
improvement in the physical, social,and moral condition of the work ag 
Classes which has been found to acoompany the application of the Acts to 
those trades to which they have been hitherto confined, 

The restraints alleged to be imposed on workmen and their employers by 
trade unions and other associations appeared to me to call for inquiry; and 
revelations derived from the examinations before the Commission, to whi-h 
you gave your legislative sanction, have disclosed a state of things which will 
demand your most earnest attention. 

The administration of the poor laws, which generally has conferred great 
benefit on the community, and especially on the poor themselves, requires 
constant supervision ; and I have readily assented to a bill which, applied te 
the metropolis alone, will tend to equal'se the pressure of taxation and 
improve the treatment of the sick poor, whose condition will be greatly 
benefited by your well-considered legislation. 

The Bill for the Regulation of the Merchant Shipping contains important 
provisions calculated to add to the health and comfort of those engaged ia 
the mercantile marine. 

Theee and other valuable amendments of the law have been the result of 
your labours during the present Session ; and, in returning to your hones, 
you will carry with you the gratifying consciousness that your time and 
pains have not been misapplied, and that they have resulted in a series of 
measures which I bope, and earnestly pray, may contribute to the welfare of 
the country and the contentment and happiness of my people.

A Week in a French Country House. By Adelaide Sartoris. 
(Smith, Elder, snd Co) Mrs. Sartoris, formerly known a3 Miss 
Adelaide Kemble, has all the gifts and graces of the bast of our 
lady novelisis, aud may take her place in the highest rank of them, 
whenever she pleases to set about the composition of a regular story. 
These very lifelike and agreeable sketches of French domestic life 
were published in the Cornhill Magazine a few months ago. They 
are suppcsed to be written by a young English governes3, who 
has been invited to spend her holiday with her friends, M. 
and Mdme. de Caradec, at Marny-les-Monts. The Caradec 
family, like that other French country gentleman's house- 
hold visited by the heroine of Miss Thackeray's charming story, 
“The Village on the Cliff,” is partly Anglicised, and we 
are made to feel quite at home, The company staying in the house 
are Lady B'ankeney, a foolish old dowager, with Miss Blankeney, 
her insignificant daughter, and her friend, Miss Ursula Hamilton, a 
bold and _evterprising young lady, with a very large fortune; M, 
Jacques Deevaix, a musician of eccentric genius and inconvenient 
sensibility, who is beloved and protected by Miss Ursula; a pair of 
clever snd amiable Frenchmen, both artists, Messrs, Berthier and 
Kiowski; and M. Réné de Saldes, a cousin of M. de Caradec, who is 
a fastidious egotist. The lady of the house, Olympe de Caradec, is 
a magnificent creature, high-minded, generous, intellectual, beautifal, 
and superbly proud. Her husband, the Count, is, as usual, Monsieur 
le Mari. hese different characters are played off agsinst each 
other, in the true spirit of refined comedy, through all those 
easy convereations at the breakfast-table, in walks or rides, 
in pienic parties, or around the piano in the drawing-room, which 
are possible nowhere but among the visitors of a country- 
house.

Sonthalia and the Sonthals, By E. G. Man, of Lincoln's Inn, 
Barrister-at- Law, late Assistant Commissioner, Sonthal Pergunnahs. 
(Tingley and Co.) We cou'd wish that of the hundreds of accom- 
plished gentlemen who are scattered far and wide over her Majestys 
distant comains for the discharge of official duties, more ha‘ in- 
clinaticn and ability to store away information in the way in which 
Mr. Man has executed this pretty little volame, It is one of the 
best done mcnographs on which we have lighted. Mr, Man, as his 
titlepage shows, had the amplest opportanity of making himself 
acquainted with the history, character, habite, and wants of a 
singular tribe in India, and he has condensed the knowledge he thus 
acquired into a most attractive as well as a most interesting record, 
it would be too much to suppose that none of our readers 
will need to be told who the Sonthals are. Mr, Man at once 
introduces them as residents at the foot of arange of hills extending 
from the banks of the Ganges, in lat. 26deg. lOmin. N., and 
&7 deg. 10min, E. long, and forming the north-east portion of the 





Virdbya mountains, Yet we ought to know something about these 
people, for they have given usa good deal of trouble, especially in 
the way of rebellion, and sre not unlikely to give us 


some more if we insist on applying to them the unphi- 
losophical and “levelling” system of Indian legislation. Suf- 
ficient, however, for the day is the evil thereof, and it is 
less pleasant to epecniate on possible blunders at head-quarters 
than to note what manner of men—and women—these Sonthalians 
are. We mey deprive them of much interest in the eyes of those 
who like romantic heathens, when we cite Mr. Man's statement that, 
though they have sundry merits, and are especially fond of songs, 
flowers, dances, and children, tl.ey are hopelessly ad licted to intem- 
perance, They are very hospitable and anxious to please; but they 
are undeniably given to drink ; nor is it in the least likely that they 
will at any early date become virtuous in this respect. When we 
bave said this, and added that among their customs is the habit of 
putting to death with clabs offenders against social rules, we have 
said nesrly all that can be urged to their discredit. Their notion of 
a hell is Denteeque—they believe it a er of evil smells; bat the 
have aleo a heaven, in which the good Sonthal will have all materia 
comforts about him. They have, like Englishmen of the present 
day, their athletic meetings; and, like Englishmen of old days, 
they are so skilful with the bow-and-arrow that their best marks- 
men can peel the skin of a plantain without wounding the frait. 
It is only of late that they have had money; until then, so many 
fowls were change for a pig, so many handsful of rice change for a 
fowl. They are superstitious, like the lower class in Eagland, and we 
must not say wuch about their fear of sorcery,when within the last few 
days we have read of an — matron being tried for drawing 
blood from « reputed witch, Mr. Man has sketched them and their 
country with a free and graphic hand; and his book is doubly 
acceptable because be approached his sabject with a well-etored 
rs and was not ready to see marvels of novelty in every Sonthal 
custom, but reeerved his special attention for the real singularities 
which distingvich the race from among the myriads of India, He has 
an evident liking for the kindly, simple, voluptuous tribe; and he is 
clearly one of the invaluab!e class of British officials who act as friends 
and protectors of the natives, and do them the greatest service of all— 
that of making them understood. The travslations from their songs 
are often very poetical, and the general effect of the volame is to 
enlist our feelings in favour of a race who are not mach better than 
they ovght tu be, but not so bad as a harsher observer would have 
made them out. Weare much obliged to Mr. Man for a good deal of 
Pleggant knowledge, conveyed in the manner of an English gegtleman, 
The Last Days of the y ws of Louis Philippe. By M. Guizot. 
(Bentley.) This volume contains M, Guizot’s account of several 
important offairs of his own administration from the autumn of 1840 
to the Revolution of February, 1848, To those of us who are old 
enough to remember the chief wopics of news rand Parliameatary 
discussion a quarter of a century ago the diplomatic intrigues of that 
period may not be unintelligible; but they have long ceased to have 
any practice! interest. The Legitimist pretensions of the Duc de 
Bordeaux, the reactionary policy of Prince Metternich and the Czar 
Nicholas, the return of Queen Christina to Spain and the marriagos of 
her two daughters, the secession of the Catholic cantons of Switzerland 
and the civil war in the Helvetic confederation, the fussy patronage 
of what was called the juste miliew or moderate y throughout 
Europe, which King Louis Philippe and his confidential Minister 
pedantically «spoused, are now, happily, quite oat of date. Asa 
contribution to the history of the nineteenth century, or to the 
biography of Lord Palmerston, who was, on most of those occasions, 
the vigorous antagonist of M. Guizot, his narrative is of some valac; 
but it must not be received without great allowance for the spirit of 
partieanship and egotism pervading his views of the transactions in 
which he took so busy a part. The chapter relating to the Spanish mar- 
riages, which excited so much just indignation in 1846, does not tead to 
leesen our profound disapprobation of the condact of all parties 
eng in that selfish and immoral It is to no purpose 
that M. Guizot reiterates his declarations that Louis Puilippe would 
never have allowed either of his sons to marry the young acen of 
Spain, The fact is still notorious that Louis Philippe an tistina 
forced the reluctant girl into a hurried marriage with her cousin, 
Don Francesco, with some probability that the succession would 
hereafter become vacant, whilst they at the same time made her 
sister marry the Duc de Montpensier; the whole affair being com- 
Jeted with indecent haste, and almost in a clandestine manner, 
f it be trae, as M. Guizot asserts, that the English Court and 
Government were very urgent to gain the Queen's hand for Prince 
Leopold of Coburg, we can only say that an arrangement would 
have been utterly indifferent to the English people, bat would not 
have shock«d the moral sentiment of Europe, overthrow of the 
Orlesns Menarchy in 1848, having been preceded by this scandal, 
and by the exposure of many corruptions and abases in the govern- 
ment of France, was little by except on account of the

Vaubin 
made no advance in the Leger quotations after his victory in the 
Biennial, as he was bound to canter in before the wretched field 
opposed to him. 

r. Jackson's was the first of the numerous yearling sales which 
took place this week, It showed a great improvement on last year, 
when the fifteen sold realised 2611 gs., or an average of 174¢s. On 
this occasion just double that number were brought into the ring, and 
only two fsiled to find purchasers, The price of the four Blair 
Athols slmost equalled the whole sum obtained last year, as they 
made 2460 gs., thus averaging 615gs. One of them, Slenningford, 
was cold to Mr. Eastwood for 900 gs., which was the highest price 
obtained, and this is greatly to the credit of an untried sire, A colt 
by Stockwell from Tunstall Maid fetched 820 gs., the highest $price 
at the last sale; and op Tuesday a filly from the same mare, by 
Blair Athol, was second with 200 gs, less. Thormanby came next 
cn the list, as his two colts were sold for 600 gs. and 570 ga, 
respectively—rather high prices when it is remembered how 
very moderately his stock have performed this season. A 
colt by Neptunus from Lady Clifden, her first foal, fetched 
500 gs., and another colt by the same sire, from Hecate, 
was knocked down to Mr. oolcot for 410 gs. The total 
amount realised was 7955 gs., showing an average of 281 gs. 
each, or an advance of 110 gs. on last year. Immediately 
after the disposal of Mr. Jackson's yearlings sixteen from the 
Root stud farm were sold in the same ring. Exactly half this num- 
ber were by Kettledrum, and one from Honeydew was bought by the 
Marquis of Hastings for 950 gs., the highest price of the week. 
The eight averaged 832} gs. None of the remaining eight made 
200 gs., and the total sum obtained was 8340 gs., or an average 
of 208 gs. Six yearlings masenene ie Mr. I'Anson were also sold on 
Tuesday, one by Newminster from Mrs. O Rourke fetching 450 gs. 

The grouse repor!s everywhere are most contradictory—either 
very nice bags or none at all, We read cheerful letters from some 
sporting-lodges in Yorkshire, Westmorland, and Lancashire, and 
hear “the groans of the Britons” from others.

“ CRIMEA—SOUNDING A RETREAT.” 
Mr. Suretps has the power, rare among painters, of investing the 
humblest, simplest, most commonplace subjects with pathetic and 
even poetical interest. Nothing can be simpler, apparently, than the 
materials which go to make up the drawing we have engraved from 
the late Exhibition of the Old Water-colour Society ; yet it will be 
seen, on due consideration, that the incident represented has a toach- 
ing significance, and is singularly original in conception. The 
horrors of war are the real theme of the drawing, thongh those 
horrors are rather suggested than indicated, and the pe b oo 
to our sympathies seems to be only on behalf of one poor lad at a 
post of danger, though not in the thick of thefight. Yet who would 
not prefer this simple human episode—an instance of steadfast courage 
in least and lowliest—to whole acres of pictured carnage such 
as cover the walls of the palace at Versailles, so pompously dedi- 
cated “ A Toutes les Gloires de la France?” We have here merely 
a smart little bugler-boy of about twelve ayy fair-haired, blue- 
eyed child, the very type of a young Saxon, in the long grey coat of 
the Guards. The clinging of the wet coat to his little figure and 
the heavy, hard, lowering clouds tell of pitiless rain and wind. Close 
to his feet (of course, more clearly distinguishable in the drawing) is 
a small of blood trickling into a channel scooped by one of the 
runlets of fallen rain—a terrible memento of the danger of the spot, 
A little lower down the ravine may be faintly discerned through tre 


mist and amidst puffs of emoke further evidence of the slaughter in

The purveyors of fur for hatters exhibit long ranges of small puffy 
masses of all soft colours,—fawns, browns, greys—even pale rose 
and white,

the greater part of the oils and gums, including indiarubber and | 


gutta-percha, were already arranged, in class 44, as pharmaceutical 
products. In this class crude oils and gums were almost invariably 
exhibited as part of a series showing the various stages of prepara- 
tiou or manufacture, and it wasonly in a very few cises, where the 
material was shown in its crude state, that it had been referred 
to class 42. To ensure, therefore, general comparison, an arrange- 
ment was made with the jury of class 44 to transfer to it all the oils 
and gums incladed under class 42. In like manner honey, preserved 
fruits, and mushrooms were handed over to the food juries; while a 
quantity of skins and furs, which had got mixed in the catalogues 
under class 46 with hides and leather, were sought out and transferred 
to class 42. 

After all this arrangement had been concluded, the jury of class 42 
retained in their department furs and skins, furs used by hatters, 
hair and bristles, feathers and down, ostrich feathers, collections of 
objects of satural history, coral, tortoiseshell, pearl shells, teeth and 
horns, sponges, imitations of whalebone, and isinglass. 

Although many of these products are not capable of being ren- 
dered very attractive as objects for exhibition, there are in class 42 
upwards of 750 exhibitors; and some of the collections are of the 
very highest interest in a scientific as well as in an economic point 
of view. Perhaps the most interesting and instructive collection in 
the class is that of the French colenies—New Caledonia, Guadaloupe, 
Gaboon, &c. The raw industrial products of these little-known 
regions are shown in every variety and quality, admirably prepared 
and mounted; and the natural-history collections, which will be 
noticed hereafter, are well preserved, and are of the highest scientific 
interest. 

The fur trade is by far the most important commerce falling into 
this category. As several distinct industries are included under this 
general head, the jury in their report found it convenient to distin- 

ish into different groups dealers in skins and manufactured furs 
in the ordinary sense; preparers and dressers of Astracan lamb- 
akin, sealskin, and such furs as are subjected to special processes ; 
and preparers and dyers of sheepskins. 

It is not surprising that, notwithstanding their great beauty, furs 
are not well represented in the Exhibition. The cause of is 
probably that the finer furs have a definite quality and value 
almost as well known as that of current coin, and that therefore 
they are scarcely suitable articles for competition. Besides this, 
their value is very great; and they are, probably more than almost 


anything else, liable to injury from carriage and from long exposure. | 


The French collection of furs is accordingly infinitely superior to 
that of any other country. A small court in the French department 
is devoted wholly to them, and the leading Parisian furriers have 
contributed cloaks, robes, muffs, and boas of the utmost luxury and 
beauty. It is impossible to institute any fair comparison between 
the exhibitions of such houses as Revillon Pére et Fils, Lhuillier et 
Grebert, Stanislas Revillon, Detmar, &c. The quality of fur is the 
same in all, and in all great taste is shown in the selection of the 
furs and in the style and finish of the various garments. M, Pfeiffer- 
Brunet, of Paris, has a specialty in shakos and ornaments of fur for 
the French army, and many of his productions are extremely hand- 
some. A wonderful grebe mantle, suggestive of much weary and 
scarcely profitable labour, is shown by M. Detmar, of Paris. Each 
single feather is sewn in separately on a basis of silk, and the darker 
feathers are run into a graceful wreath of leaves round the skirt. 
One of the most interesting novelties, or rather revivals, for the plan 
was in use many years ago, and has only been reproduced 
during the last couple of years, is the galonnement, or 
lacing of furs. Some of the fest and most expensive 
furs, especially those from northern regions, such as the 
sable and the silver fox, are almost too close and heavy 
in the original state of the skin. These are cut up into fine 
strips about a third of an inch in width, and between two of these 
is inserted a strip of equal width of silk. To do this the strips must 
be most carefully matched in colour, and combined with artistic 
dexterity. When the lacing is completed the fur entirely closes over 
the silk, and it is only by blowing the fur and separating the hairs 
that one can detect that the fur is not continuous. A fabric is thus 
produced more open aad much Napier than the original skin, and a 
single pelt is le to cover double the original —— giving the 
effect of one much larger. Such articles as tippets and muffs pro- 
duced in this way are cheaper, as well as more ms and more 
wholesome for wear in temperate climates, than if skins had been 
used entire. The galonnement of the rarer furs is much in use in 
the Paris houses. 

At the entrance of the French fur court there is a splendid case of 
skins exhibited by M. Servant, the lendiag agent in Paris for the 
importation of furs. This collection embraces upwards of 300 
varieties of far sed in commerce, 

The.furs next in importance are in the Russian department. Fine 
collections of northern furs, including magnificent examples of 
sable and ermine, are a M. Belkine and M. Schraplau, of 
Moscow. M. Bergstrém and M. Forsell, in the Swedish, and M. 
Rustad, in the Norwegian department, show fine series of the furs 
of Northern —_ The furs of the New World are poorly repre- 
sented. Messrs. Giinther and Son, an important New York house, 
show a series much inferior to what might have been expected; and 
the great far trade of Canada is very inadequately represented by 
M, O. 06:4, of Quebec. Neither is there a collection of the 
furs of Australia. A few yo emg in Opossum skin are 
shown by Mr. Gardner, of Melbourne; and the New South Wales 
Exhibition Commission exhibit a case of the manufactured skins of 
the platypes, owing to the rarity of the animal—a matter of curiosity 
rather than of commercial value.

Any intermediate shade of value may be had by a 
graduated mixture of the wool from different parts. Up to the 
beginning of the present century, hatters prepared the materials of 
their manufacture from the crade skins on their own premises. 
About the year 1826, owing to the steadily-increasing demand, the 
process of cutting and preparing the fleeces for making the felt was 
separated into a distinct trade. The invention of silk hats, about 
the year 1830, gave a temporary check to the new industry; but a 
prohibitory duty on the exportation of hatters’ materials out of 
France which had previously existed was done away with in 1847 ; 
and this, with the increasing demand for “ wideawakes,” saved it. 
The number of rabbit and hare skins used by the French cutters 
has increased enormously. From the year 1830 to 1837 it averaged 
1,000,000 skins a year; from 1837 to 1848, 2,500,000 a year; and in 
1864 70,000,000 skins were used; in aggregate value, upwards of 
£1,000,000 sterling. 

M. de Clermont exhibits a beautiful series of all the kinds of hair 
employed in the trade, including that of the beaver, which is fast 
falling inte disuse ; and the collection of M. Aschermann, who has 
aided greatly in perfecting the processes of manipulat’-n and in 
Both of 
these collections are in the French Oourt. 

Pigs’ bristles are certainly not very attractive, and thus are rarely

member the prodigious and unceasing demand of brashmakers 
and shoemakers to estimate their enormous importance as an 
article of commerce. This demand is chiefly supplied from Russia 
and the north-eastern regions of Europe. The value of the bristles 
imported annually into France from Russia and Germany may be 
stated at about 3,400,000f. In the Russian Court, accordingly, we 
have thefinest collections in this department ; and Messrs. Mamontoff 
and Co., of Moscow, exhibit a case which thoroughly vindicates the 
importance of their trade; while M. Giline, cf the government of 
Vologda, and M. Bobarikine, of Pskov, show collections scarcely in- 
ferior. Hair, baked and prepared for the upholsterer, is exhibited 
by M. Rigaud and MM. Loyer et Bernus, of Paris ; and, in the Belgian 
Court, by Messrs. van de Uasteele and Duban, of Ghent.

M. Cailliaux, of Nantes, shows a very interesting collection of 
sections, taken in all directions through the shells, of mollusca, The 
sections are cleanly made and very instractive. In the same collec- 
tion there is also a singular series of specimens illustrating M. 
Caiiliaux’s researches into the method by which some of the boring 
mollusca, especially the Pholades, bore their chambers in every kind 
of hard rock. M. Cailliaux believes that this is done by mechanical 
action only, and his collection contains many chambers completed, 
or in process of excavation, which he has succeeded in producing 
artificially by the rotation of the shells of Pholas, and the wearing 
away of the substance of the rock by their rough surfaces used as a 
file 

Captain Mitchell, of Madras, exhibits a collection of stuffed fishes, 
extremely well mouated: most of the difficulties in preparing fishes 
in the dry way are overcome in this series. The form, at all events, 
is almost perfectly preserved. From the Museum of Sydney there 
is a large collection of the marsupial and monotreme mammalia 
of the colony, fairly stuffed; and an excellent collection of the 
South Australian amphibia. Altogether, when we consider the 
brilliancy of the objects, and the amount of skill which may be 
displayed in their mounting and grouping, whether as scientific 
collections or for purposes of decoration, the show of preserved 
animals, and particularly of staffed birds, in the Exhibition is 
extremely poor. 

Most of the coral is exhibited, more or less manufactured, in the 
jewellery class; and there are only a few specimens in the crude 
state, in class 42. In the Algeriae Court M. narie and M. Onetto 
exhibit beautiful branches of pink and red coral; and a fine piece of 
rough coral, also from the coast of Algeria, is shown by Signor 
Avellino, of Leghorn. 

A few examples of unmanufactured tortoise-shell 
pearl shells are exhibited by M. Hort, from Tahiti. 

The only important collection of sponges is in the French depart- 
ment. MM. Coulombel et Devismes, Rue da Faubourg St. Denis, 
Paris, show a fine series, embracing almost all the varieties used in 
commerce. There are beautiful specimens of the most valuable 
variety from the coast of Syria, and many fine examples of the 
coarser and cheaper kinds from the Bahamas, &c. But the ornaments 
of MM. Coulombel’s case are some gracefully-formed old Phoenician 
amphorw, which have been dredged up incrusted with the finest 
sponges, whose soft, fair masses contrast wonderfully with the dark 
antique pottery. There are also in the collection vases of sponges, in

The finest collection of ostrich feathers is among the products of 
the Cape of Good Hope. Those exhibited by Mr. Benjamin, Mr. 
Kureller, and Mr. Bensusan, can scarcely be surpassed in size and

M. Fourcade’s collections 
are for sale at a very moderate price; and, as the specimens are 
accurately named, and their localities most carefully cited, they 
may be of value to British collectors to assist in the identification 
of species. 

At the head of the collections of the taxidermiste, M. Verreaux, 
9, Place Royale, Paris, has probably the most extensive connection

HARNESS AND SADDLERY.—OCLASS 62,

Tae manufacture of harness and saddiery, if not deserving of very 
special notice, presents nevertheless many points of interest to the 
public generally, and more particularly to military men belonging to 
the mounted branches of the service.

viciousness of various kinds, The small barbs and Arabs trained to 
cut a circle on a dining-room table become accustomed to those bits, 
and are generally ridden with a very light hand, but the use of them 
is exceptional, and they are for general purposes and certainly for 
European horses useless, Of course a runaway horse must be bitted 
with whatever will hold him, and Captain Fenn showed me an 
Egyptian bit of peculiar construction, something like a Segunder 
bit, with which he broke the jaw of an incurable bolter, which could 
be stopped by nothing else. Another important point to which 
attention should be directed is the invention of some system by 
which horses may be quickly released from their harness and 
carriage, or gun, &c., in case of accidents. Captain Fenn, himself 
an ingenious inventor, tells me that nothing satisfactory as yet 
been devised. A variety of hooks on the traces, attached either to 
the harness or to the carriage, have been invented and tried, but 
nothing has as yet proved completely satisfactory. Many of these 
hooks may be seen in the various departments of harness at the 
Exhibition. ; 

With these few remarks, intended to bring into notice the 
chief points that have suggested themselves to us as deserving 
study and attention, I proceed to the examination of the different 
“ exhibits.” This report being intended to be very brief, and to serve 
simply as a guide-book to the various stalls in which any novelties of 
invention or useful designs are to be found, it will be sufficient to 
enumerate only those exhibitors (and I a to say there are very 
few) who have submitted anything specially worthy of attention to 
the notice of the public. It is, fortunately, beyond my province 
to draw any comparisons between the competitors ; in justice to the 
English exhibitors, I may, however, be permitted to make one 
remark ; in estimating how near the French come to us or how far 
they go beyond us in the manufacture of saddles, it must be remem- 
bered that the best pigskins are imported from England. 


FRANCE. 


The jury on class 62, being composed of two Frenchmen, one 
Russian, and one Englishman, the French exhibitors have, per- 
haps, naturally absorbed a — number of the prizes. But I am 
bound to say that the workmanship of the French saddlers seems 
generally equal to that of ours, and the materials, subject to the 
remark T have already made about pigskins, apparently as good also. 
Without trials it is difficult to judge of the strength and durability 
of harness, Leather varies very much, according to the process and 
time of tanning, and I can therefore only refer to what I was able 
to see, not to what I am in a position positively to know. This ap- 
plies equally to inventions, the merits or defects of which it was, of 
course, impossible to test. 

M. Hermes exhibits an invention of a new noseband, which is 
attached to ordinary bridles, and is intended for longeing horses, 
without the cumbersome apparatus now in use. He exhibits also an 
ingenious invention of longeing harness. 

tt Adeline has invented a ventilating-saddle panel, which seemed 
to us as useless as it must be uncomfortable to the rider. No horse- 
man could possibly ride on such a saddle for any length of time ; and 
a well-built saddle should afford even more ventilation to the horse’s 
back than that invented by M. Adeline. 

M. Oouaee stall is well deserving of careful and more attentive 
notice. is report being necessarily brief, I will not attempt to 
describe the new system of equipment which he proposes to introduce 
into the French cavalry, but will merely recommend anyone inte- 
rested in the matter to purchase and examine the pamphlet sold at 
his stall, in which ma found a minute description of all his in- 
ventions, some of which, particularly one of military iron saddles, are 
mye! ingenious, How they would answer in practice cannot, as 
I have : y observed, be determined without a trial. 

M. Martin’s ornamental buckles, &c., executed in enamel, are 
pretty, but absolutely worthless. 

M. Garnier proposes doing awsy with the buckle of the trace alto- 
gether, it being made shorter (though it can never be made longer 
again) by cutting it at one end and attaching ascrew-clip to it, with 
a ring or hook to it in the usual manner to the splinter-bar.

The shape of the hames exhibited by the Com e Générale 
des Omnibus deserves attention, as showing their admirable adapta- 
tion to heavy strains. 

M. Allin exhibits an ingenious, if not particularly useful, inven- 
tion of a substitute for buckles. I may describe it as a boxclip, 
with a pin in the lid which goes through the holes in the stra) 
when the clip is shut down, and entirely incloses the leather. It 
looks rather heavy, and has no special merit. 

M. Trebutien exhibits some expanding and hinged stirrups. 

M. Brassart exhibits a saddle with an excellent contrivance 
i. oe a pistol in the knee-pad, instead of in a wallet or 

olster. 

As ageneral remark, I may add that theshape of the French collars 
is generally very good; the brass, steel, and ornamental work quite 
equal in appearance to ours as a rule; and the workmanship, in 
most cases, excellent. In most respects, the of harness is 
very similar to a being, indeed, the only point on which 
opinions can well , & not mention breast collars, as they 
are almost unanimously.

SWITZERLAND, 

There is a somewhat remarkable and, I imagine, to most people, 
new invention of a collar exhibited by an officer of the Swiss 
Artillery well worth looking at, if the visitor can only find it. 
It is in one of the buildings in the park. The so-called collar is 
simply two pads connected pe a strap at the top and hanging 
almost loose on the shoulders of the horse. Herein lies its chief 
defect, though the exhibitor claims for it every conceivable advan- 
tage. The hames, shaped like a sword-scabbard and about as broad, 
slip into loops at the top and bottom of the pads, and there are a 
few straps connecting them, as far as 1 can remember, across the 
horse’s chest. But a zealous French official prohibited me, 9 
I displayed my badge of office, from taking a very accurate sketch, 
and fom only speak from a rough drawing I took the liberty to 
make during our conversation. collar is certainly unlike any 
other, and the Swiss Colonel declares that it works well. But I 
should be inclined, except for this declaration, to doubt it. It is, 
however, useful as an idea, even if not as a practical collar. 


SPAIN 
Carries off the palm by a most magnificent set of state har- 
ness, in which material, workmanship, taste, plating, and every- 
thing seem perfect. I may add that it is an eight-horse set of 
harness, and took, I understand, as many years to make. But this 
may bea fable. Spanish leather, or, rather, leather from certain 
parts of Spain, is celebrated. 


DENMARK. 
Mr. Taaning (8) a Horseus, of Jutland, exhibits a set;of harness 
showing an ingenious principle of construction, 


ITALY, 

General Angelini exhibits an invention of some novelty to the 
general public; it consists of attaching a layer of gutta-percha 
tubes under the panels of saddles or the pads im harness, the 
object being to relieve the horse’s back from dead pressure and 
to interpose an elastic medium. It is also intended that the 
perspiration of a sweating horse should escape, so to speak, 
down the gutters made by the tubing. This invention is well 
worth looking at. Otherwise, Italian harness and saddlery are 
clumsy and inferior, 


Our colonies exhibit little deserving of notice. Nova Scotia, re- 

resented by Mr. Chisholm, shows a very neat and good set of 
atom with well-made, round leather traces. The Canadian 
saddlery is very indifferent, both as to material and workman- 
ship, when compared with European manufactures ; indeed, all 
colonial exhibits carmot bear comparison with those of more 
advanced countries, and it is open to question how far the system 
of awarding prizes by actual and not comparative merit works 
satisfactorily. 

In conclusion, I must be pardoned for omitting to mention the 
exhibitors of several countries, who, although showing articles of

building in the park re ts one of these rock caves, the 
cheeses being arranged and the little lamps burning, as in the wilds 
of Larzac. As regards the sheep from which the milk is taken, and 
of which, as we have said, specinens are kept on the spot, we may 
mention that some experiments were tried about fifty years ago to 
improve the value of the wool of the sheep by the introduction of 
some of the Spanish merino blood. The result was not satisfactory, 
and the milk-giving properties of the ewes were considered thereby 
to have been greatly impaired ; and much pains have since been taken 
to recover the original purity of the breed, The Larzac sheep is thus 
described by M. Jules Bonhomme :— 

“ We find in the Larzac sheep the same features that are trace- 
able in several breeds of cows renowned for their milk-giving 
qualities—viz., a narrow chest without depth, a broad flank, a big 
stomach, and spare shoulders and thighs, at the same time a much- 
developed udder and a fine smooth skin. Like causes produce like 
effects in each race. The lamb, like the calf in milk-yielding races, 
is weaned too soon, and is y nourished from its tenderest age ; 
and to this cause is ascribed their defective build. The milch sheep, 
like the milch cow, is over fed; her paunch and stomach become 
large, and,as she must give almost as much in milk as she con- 
sumes in food, there remains an insufficient quantity of nourish- 
ment for the proper development of the other parts of the body. 
The height, size, and yield of the Larzac sheep varies according 
to the fertility of the pasture on which she is fed. From this cause 
has arisen the mistaken idea that two different breeds existed there. 
Those lambs that are taken when young to the most fertile plains 
naturally obtain a greater development than those reared on the 
the poorer pasturage.” 

An average sheep yields about fourteen kilogrammes of cheese, 
though some have been known to give as much as thirty-three kilo- 
grammes. It is calculated that the flocks number 400,000 sheep, of 
which 250,000 are ewes giving milk, and that in 1866 3,250,000 kilo- 
grammes of cheese were sold to the trade. 

Leaving the Larzac sheep, and still pursuing an easterly 
direction, we come to M. Bignon’s shed, where stand specimens 
of the animals bred and fatted by this gentleman, As, how- 
ever, these, again, are being constantly changed, no remarks 
on the animals individually can be given, . Bignon’s mode 
of fatting cattle by keeping them quiet and warm should be 
observed. The ox in the further compartment, with only a small 
hule from which to view the public, is undergoing the process ; and 
he will nan A be served up by his present owner at his admirable 
establishment on the boulevards to some of his visitors this summer, 
The whole of M. Bignon’s agricultural museum is interesting ; and

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NEW ANIMALS IN THE ZOOLOGICAL SOCIETY'S 
COLLECTION. 

THE animals represented in our illustration form part of a valuable 
living collection lately obtained by the Zoological Society from 
India. They were received in Calcutta from the Society’s corre- 
spondents in various parts of India by Dr. John Anderson, of the 
Indian Museum, the society’s honorary agent in that city. They 
were brought to England in the ship Marian Moore, by Mr. Clarence 
Bartlett, the Society’s agent, who was sent out to India early in the 

ear, on purpose to take charge of them during their passage home. 
hr. Bartlett encountered several very serious losses during the 
voyage home, including two male gayals and an Indian tapir, but 
was fortunate enough to bring home alive and oF veg condition the 
following :—Two black Thibetan wolves, presented to the society by 
Lieutenant Alexander A. Kinloch, 2nd Battalion Rifle Brigade, and 
Lieutenant J, Biddulph, 19th Hussars; one female gayal, two peli- 
cans, four demoiselle cranes, two polyplectrons, one white fruit- 

igeon, one bronze fruit-pigeon, one singing fruit-pigeon, one 

atellus monkey, presented by the Baboo Rajendra Mullick, 
O.M.Z.S ; one Panolia deer, one slow loris, and one hemipode, pre- 
sented by A. Grote, Esq., F.ZS.; one Indian arctonyx, one slow 
loris, and eight water tortoises, presented by Dr. John Anderson. 
The total number of animals brought home by Mr. Bartlett, amounted 
to upwards of thirty, and their value is estimated at about £760. 
Several of them, such as the Thibetan wolves, the deer, and the 
arctonyx, are quite new to the society's collection, and have never 
been brought alive to Europe before. ; 

By a reference to our Engraving several of these animals may be 
identified without much difficulty ; the Panolia deer standing at the 
left hand, with a male specimen of the equine kusa in the centre, 
and its female on the right hand; the arctonyx, the monkey, and 
the pair of Thibetan black wolves, are in the foreground ; the birds 
shown above, to the left hand, are the singing pigeon, the hemipode, 
the white fruit-pigeon, and a new pair of doves ; the Indian pelicans 
occupy the upper right-hand corner. 


MANDALAY, THE CAPITAL OF BURMAH. 


Tue independent native kingdom of Burmah, or Ava, occupies the 
upper portion of the country traversed by the River Irawaddy, in 
the great Asiatic peninsula opposite Bengal. The lower province, 
called Pegu, with the commercial ports of Prome and Martaban, 
belongs to Great Britain, and forms the southern boundary of the 
Burmese > which is also shut off from the sea, on its 
western side, by the British province of Arracan. To the north- 
west it borders on Assam, and to the north-east on the 
Chinese empire, with which it is proposed by Captain Richard 
Sprye to establish through Burmah a profitable route for mercantile 
intercourse. The population of Burmah is estimated at two millions, 
chiefly inhabiting the towns on the banks of the Trawaddy. The 
ancient metropolis was Amarapoora, which is now deserted, and the 
present capital, the city of Mandalay, has been built on a site thirty 
miles distant, on the right bank of the river, and at the foot of the 
famous sacred hill of Mandalay, the shadow of which is believed 
to bring good fortune to all dwellers beneath it. We are indebted 
to Dr. Clement Williams, late British agent at the Court of the 
King of Burmah (and succeeded at that post by Oaptain Sladen) 
for several drawings and photographs of scenery, one 
of which, being a view of the city of Mandalay, is engraved for this 
publication. ‘The gates of the city are splendidly gilt all over, and 
so are the spires of the Royal Palace, the Bhagaya Monastery, dedi- 
cated to the worship of Buddha, and the zayat, or rest-house, for 
the accommodation of travellers and pilgrims, which are among the 
most conspicuous public buildings. The roofs of the houses are 
coloured a bright silver-grey, which, together with the shining 
gold of the spires and pinnacles, has a very brilliant effect, 
when seen from a distance amidst the rich verdure of the 
palace gardens and the long lines of shrubbery bordering 
all the roads. The quarter occupied by foreigners consists of a 
long street of brick houses near the river-side. On the top of the 
sacred hill are several pagodas, with very rich shrines, The walls of 
the city are solidly built, about 25 ft. high, with battlements, and 
9 ft. thick of masonry, supported by an earthwork 50ft. thick. 
There are three gates, each protected at the sides by traverses of 
brickwork; and there is a guardhouse on each side. They are 
closed every night. Several of the zayats, or rest-houses, erected 
for public use by the wealthiest men of Burmah, are seen in the 
foreground. 





TASSANGSEE, BHOOTAN, 


Tue Indian territory of Bhootan, lying eee north of 
Calcutta, and still ruled by a confederacy of its native Rajahs, with 
whom the British Government was lately at war, has been more 
than once described in our Journal. The Bhootea town of 
Tassangsee, a view of which is the subject of one of our Engravings, 
is situated on a branch of the Monas River, about 150 miles from 
Durrung, the chief vy A Lower Assam.

“NOTHING IN THE PAPERS.” 


PARLIAMENT is up, and the report of the Ritualistic Commissioners 
has not been seen. In June I ventured to believe, and to express 
the belief, that the New Lights had obtained a victory in the mere 
issue of that Cc ission ; and I t help regarding the delay in 
the appearance of the report—a delay which, after episcopal ex- 
planations, it would be rude to think has been other than acci- 
dental—as a second and still more valuable victory to the men of 
candles and chasubles. As regards legislation, things are exactly 
where they were early in May, when the Primate proposed the issue 
of the Commission; and so things must remain for the next six 
months at least. All that the Ritualists say they want is time, and 
they have thus gained the best part of a year, during which two 
thousand missionaries, in excessive and, in some cases, ludicrous 
earnest, ought to be able to do a deal towards lengthening their 
cords and strengthening their stakes. In fact, if they come to grief, 
after the splendid chances which they have, they will deserve to do 
so. It is most probable that the report, which is complete, contains 
condemnation of some of the most outrageous of the new- 
fangled devices for attracting congregations. If this had been 
avoided, the friends of the New Lights would have shown a great 
want of tact, and that is not a quality in which they are supposed 
to be deficient. Public opinion is against Ritualism, and it would be 
a fatal blunder to array public opinion, also, against the tribunal 
before which Ritualism has been so courteously and indulgently 
arraigned. I make little doubt that there is a great deal of very 
good writing ia the report, and that it contains numerous cleverly- 
marshalled propositions which will command the approbation of Lord 
Shaftesbury himself. Mother Church, through some of her ablest 
children, will be found to have expressed the utmost admiration of 
the principles understood to be those of Protestantism. But, as 
Hamlet says, “Comes there no sequel at the heels of this Mother’s 
admiration?” Not the sequel desired by Lord Shaftesbury. 








M. Louis Blanc—and no writer on the topics of the hour can 
name that gentleman without offering respec! admiration of the 
mode in which he has dignified the office of a London ndent— 
complains that the — press frequently attacks a man severely, 
and does not accord to him the privilege o: = . Prima facie, this 
is a charge which all men of honour wo: Rectan to deny. In 
practice, no doubt, it is an exceptional case when an English news- 
paper offers any large portion of its columns to a person who has 
anything to complain of which does not affect his moral character 
or his business interests. Where these have been attacked, I do not 
believe that there is a single journal in the kingdom that would ex- 
clude a contradiction of its statements, even though these were not 
of a kind to be _— by law. But it is certainly true that a 
newspaper will denounce political conduct, of ig , 
censure bad taste, ond peer its best to diminish the influence 
of sa man, and, unless he be a very distinguished man 
indeed, will decline to sacrifice its space to his endeavour to 
prove the critic unfair or unwise. M. Louis Blanc objects to 
this system; and it is impossible not to appreciate the 
intense love of justice which actuates him. But we are a 
very practical people, and we do not care so much about justice 
being symmetrical as perhaps we ought todo. We remember that 
every man who can preach a sermon worth hearing—many 4 man 
who cannot—has a pulpit of his own, and an adoring con mn; 
and as it is really for their sake that he wants to be and not 
for the conversion of sectaries of another faith, we incline to oo 
to that pulpit as the place whence he had better answer our 
rodoxy. M, Louis Blanc will not say that anybody in England is 
silenced in the press except, some pertinacious and irri- 
tating fanatic, religious or political, who is usually put 
everybody, not because he professes certain views, but 
a blatant bore. With such exceptions, who is there that cannot 
answer anybody who abuses him? Answer, also, in the presence of 
a favouring audience, before whom he can perform any dialectic 
feats which may best help his cause. I will not advance the 
Philistine doctrine that a newspaper is a business affair, and that its 
conductors, who are indebted to no State assistance, and to nothing 
except their own energy and tact for success, have the same right 
as any other mercantile persons to carry on their business in their 
own way, though there is something to be said for that view of 
the case. But I merely submit to M. Louis Blanc, for the 
honour of my own craft, that no real injustice is done in leaving aman 
to find his own platform from which to denounce his castigators,

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MUSICAL LITERATURE. 
The E rising Imvoresario, By Walter Maynard. (Bradbury, 
Evans, and Go) Th 





handsome volume is a reprint of a series of 
articles, under the above title, which have recently appeared in the 
popular periodical Oncea Week, and have attracted so much attention 
ially in our masical world, that their republication in a collected 
form has foliowed as a matter of course. e need scarcely tell our 
readers that ““ Walter Maynard” is a nom de plume assumed by Mr. 
Willert Beale, and affixed, during many years, to a number of 
musical compositions of distinguished merit, and well known to our 
amateurs, among whom it no longer serves the purpose of conceal- 
ment; for Mr. Beale is as familiarly known by it as by the name 
iven him by his godfathers and godmothers. As the son of the 
Bite eminent “rederick Beale, our author has been actively engaged 
in musical and dramatic affairs for a large portion of his life; and this 
lively and amusing book derives much of its interesting and valuable 
matter from the knowledge and experience gained by Mr. Willert 
Beale in the active management of business. In particular, he has 
carried on the arrangements of several of the most noted musical 
tours wh ch are now in vogue, with a vastly favourable influence on 
the ame of musical taste and knowledge in this country. A 
graphic and animated account of the incidents of some of these 
tours forms the chief portion of this work; and his narrative is 
highly dramatic, and contains lifelike and genial pictures of the 
its, manners, and dispositions of a cless of artists who are always 
objects of general curiosity. In these pictures they are shown as 
what they are—gay, pleasant people, content “to doff the world 
aside and bid it pass;” lovers of the beautiful art of which they are 
ornaments, and in their intercourse with each other and with 
society, kind, friendly, and generous, ; : 

In the course of the work various topics of interest connected 
with the history and present state of the drama are discussed, and 
some of our author's statist'cal details are curious. There are, he 
tells us, 1584 theatres in Europe; Italy having 346, France 337, 
and Great Britain 150. 

The rent of a theatre in London varies according to the locality. 
Drury Lane, the Haymarket, and the Princess’s range from £ 
to £6500; and a theatre in London is generally a paying property, 
provided, of course, that the landlord can find a tenant. 

With regard to the establishment of a National Opera, a thing so 
often attempted in vain, Mr, Beale’s observations demand the serious 
attention, not only of those who may contemplate such an under- 
taking, but of the Government and the public, On this subject he 
writes as fcllows :— 

Much has been said and many complaints have been made of the apathy 
of the English Government in matters connected with music and the stage ; 
but idering the ci of theatrical managers abroad and the 
freedom of action enjoyed by those at home, it would appear to be more 
prudent for the latter to be silent on the subject of a grant from Government, 
which is something wanted by many who, like frogs in the fable, 
know nothing of the conditions on which it would be conceded. A 
national theatre, subsidised by Parliament, with a national dramatic fund 
attached to it, to which it should be compulsory on every member of the pro- 
feasion to subscribe an amount according to his incoiwne, would perbaps be of 
advantage to the art and its followers. But I doubt whether it would be of 
much more permenent benefit than are the individual exertions of the En 
managers, who, under the present system, are urged by the ae all 
ind self-t to improve the taste of the public y serve. 
The actual condition of English opera, however, seems to cry aloud for some 
assistance from the State, It is true that English for their own 
sake, promote the p: of the drama, and bave done so hitherto success- 
fully ; for, inspite of all that may be said to the contrary, stage plays are better 

ced, and “the legitimate drama” is much more perfectly performed, at 
the present day than they ever were in the fabulous good old times. It is 
also true that m: rs are, co far as the drama is concerned, more free and 
independent without the interference of Government. Yet it is to be re- 
gretted that some substantial form of support on the part of the nation is 
not given to English opera. That music should be so generally cultivated 
among us—that so many popular native composers should exist—that two 
Italian operas on a scale of such magnitude as those of Covent 
Garden and Her Majesty's should be carried on apparently with 
profit, and ret every effort fail to sustain English opera, is a state of 
things of which, in honest truth, we have reason to be ashamed. Italian opera 
is the fashion. The theatres in which it is given are the rendezvous 
of the fashionable world, and therefore frequented by all those whore 
ambition it is to belong to the beau monde. Italian opera, therefore, fiou- 
The time will come, it is to be hoped, when English opera will be in 
vogue—when some influential interest will be exerted in its favour, and turn 
the tide of fashion full upon it. Until that propitious day arrives it requires 
nourishment in the shape of a subsidy, if it is mot to die of inanition, Its 
worst enemies cannot say it does not deserve support. Our composers have 
made the same progress in their art as thore of other countries ; our singers 
are not by any means inferior; while our instrumentalists are, in some 
mye ey to their Continental brethren. English opera has not 
hit. afair chance. The time of year at which it is invariably pro- 
duced is not favourable to its success as a matter of fashion ; the enco’ 
ment afforded to Italian opera has been too strong for English opera, upon its 
intrinsic merit alone, to prevail against it. It is a case in which Government 
protection is necessary, and one, moreover, in which, to save the art-honour 
of the country, it should be generously given.

The official account of the receipt and expenditure of naval 

, bounty, salvage, and other moneys between April 1, 1866, and the end

prize money. From the detailed statement of 
slave and tonnage bounty given in the appendix, it appears that accounts as 
to eighty-five captures are still unsettled, one of which dates back as far as 
August, 1857.

current year was £5328.
